Included therein are coins from seventeen major cabinets, including those of the Earl of Pem¬ 
broke, the Duke of Devonshire, Sir Robert Abdy, Sir Hans Sloane and the University of Oxford. 
Pinkerton's appraisal of this work is amusing if less than complimentary: “In 1720 Nicolao Haym, 
an Italian musician, published at London his Tesoro Britannico, or British Treasury, in Italian and 
English; in which he proposed to engrave and describe, in about twelve quarto volumes, all the 
coins, statues, gems, &c. to be found in cabinets in England, and not before made public. He has 
accordingly given two volumes of Greek and Roman coins, with his explanations. But what expla¬ 
nations! If but a letter appears on a coin, he can ascertain to what name that letter belongs: if but 
a nose, he will find a face to it: if the coin is quite bare, to divine its ancient forms costs him not a 
thought."

Douglas Smith /952-“Downing's untimely death 
dealt a body blow to the field of early large cent varieties - he was just starting to pick up momen¬ 
tum after ten years of work on the subject, and had he lived another ten years the field would have 
been immeasurably enriched by the contributions he had in mind. As you said - he was a great 
rngn, and I still cannot realize he is gone.. .As far as the descriptions in the (Downing] catalogue 
are concerned, you can trust them implicitly.

The above excerpts comprise but a tiny sampling of this remarkable body of correspondence, 
which contains interesting and valuable information on a wide range of numismatic topics, includ¬ 
ing United States large cents, American Numismatic Association politics, collector/dealer rela¬ 
tions, American silver coins, particularly dollars, gold coins, foreign coins, paper money, and other 
subjects. Born before the days of television and inexpensive communication via telephone, Pro¬ 
fessor Ruby's generation was the last to spend their leisure time so carefully chronicling their 
numismatic activities. The dealers advertising in The Numismatist and the Numismatic Scrapbook 
over the period come alive, in a real sense, through their many letters present herein. We learn 
not only of their numismatic expertise and business methods but of their health problems, political 
leanings, and various other proclivities. Coin collecting was great fun during the exciting period 
covered by this correspondence. The occasional disputes and unpleasantness rarely endured. 
Over time, Ruby's relationship with M. H. Bolender would progress from rocky to bosom buddies. 
The A. N. A.’s problems, if not always solved, at least changed over time. The perennial collector/ 
dealer conflicts were never allowed to spoil the fun of collecting. Among the more interesting 
aspects of this correspondence is the wide body of participants; particularly well represented are 
many of the minor players, known to most numismatists today only by name. Few collectors of the 
period did more deals with more dealers than Charles Ruby. Though he portrayed himself as a 
coin dealer, how he managed to fill safety deposit boxes in some fifty banks and still be an active 
dealer remains a mystery. Very few of the letters here pertain to his selling coins. Clearly, at heart, 
he was one of the most active and dedicated coin collectors of his time and students of American 
numismatics owe Charles Ruby and his family a debt for having preserved so much of his numis¬ 
matic correspondence.

Mason’s Magazine, along with Frossard's Numisma, provides 
a rare glimpse of coin collecting in nineteenth century America. While not always fully 
accurate, the information given is usually uninhibited and entertaining, often it can be found 
nowhere else, and sometimes, it is of considerable importance. The famous photograph 
entitled Mason's Photographic Gallery of the Coin Collectors of the United States No. 1, 
issued to accompany the March, 1869 issue, is an unfaded, well-exposed example, one of 
only a handful to survive without an often unsightly vertical mailing fold-mark. In the early 
issues, Mason's essay on The Coin Trade and his Reminiscences of A Coin Collector 
series are an important source of information on American coin collecting and collectors in 
the 1850s and 1860s. In two of the installments, he relates several stories of a collector, Dr. 
W., "whose love of coins and curiosities amounted almost to a mania,” causing him to 
incorporate numismatic terms into everyday conversation. Mason writes: “Upon another 
occasion, a dog was accidentally killed in the street, and a bystander remarked to the 
Doctor, sympathetically: ‘Poor brute! What a shame! Splendid dog! Killed instantly!' I 'Yes, 1 
replied the Doctor, ‘good dog, bad impression; but I must say a most perfect diet "Mason 
also provides much interesting background on Joseph Mickley and the sale of his collec¬ 
tion in 1867. Beginning with the second volume, Dr. Montroville Wilson initiated an illus¬ 
trated series on “the aboriginal coins of this country," under the general title "Antiquarian 
Researches in North America” and Mason's series on the "History of the Pattern and Ex¬ 
perimental Coins of the United States. With Their Fictitious Value,” also began about this 
time. The final volume features a colorful recounting of the French numismatist Jean Foy-

A deeply felt love for art and art objects 
and a genuine understanding for historical and scientific problems inspired Italian collec¬ 
tors. The dukes of Tuscany and the princely families, the Chigi, the Colonna, the Barberini, 
the Pamphili, all had their art treasures. Names such as Prince Livio Odescalchi, Cardinal 
Massimi, Cardinal Albani, Prince Borghese, Prince Torremuzza, Monsignor Stefano Borgia, 
Ferdinando Cospi of Bologna, Manfredo SettaJa of Milan, Geronimo Correr, and Honorio 
Arigoni of Venice, are only a few among an impressive group of people who were moved 
for various reasons to treasure coins.
